Lo the inhabitants of the Town of Mason, in the County of 
Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
affairs:

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Mason on Tuesday, the eighth (8) day of March next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : | 


1. To choose all necessary town officers, 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropr 
ation of the same. 

3. To choose one trustee of Boynton Common School 
Fund, 

4. ‘To choose one trustee of the Stearns Common Bequest. 

5. ‘To choose one trustee of cemeteries for three years. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will raise and ap- 
propriate for library purposes. 

7. To choose one trustee for the Mason free library. 

8. ‘To see what sum of money the town will raise and ap- 
propriate for repairs of highways and_ bridges. 

9. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for care of cemeteries. 

10. To see if the town will vote to make any discount on 
taxes if paid on or before Saturday, June 4, 1921. 
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11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Memorial purposes. 

12. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions of 
the state law necessary to receive the benefit of State Aid for 
permanent improvements of highways. 

13. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money for winter roads. 

14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for Old Home Day celebration. 

15. To see if the town will vote to raise the salary of the 
Town Clerk and Treasurer. 

16. To bring in your ballots upon each of the questions 
submitted by the convention to Revise the Constitution rela- 
tive to the amendments proposed by said convention at a ses- 
sion held on January 28, 1921.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 
To the School Committee of Mason: 


Herewith I submit my second annual report as Superinten- 
dent of your schools, 

There has been but one change in our teaching force this 
year. Miss Anna Grady resigned as teacher of the grammar 
grades at the Centre and Miss Gertrude Meserve was elected 
to take charge of the school at the beginning of the fall 
term. Miss Meserve, who has had several years of experience 
.as a teacher in the Maine schools, has filled her position 
very satisfactorily. She has not only given the children 
thorough drilling in the fundamentals but has adapted herself 
to the work of teaching elementary science and has proven to 
be a good organizer of school activities. The children in 
Miss Blood’s room, who have been in regular attendance at 
school, have also made good progress this year. Miss Blood 
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is handicapped in her work, especially with children of the 
first grade, because of frequent absences. While this may 
be unavoidable on the part of parents it is nevertheless very 
detrimental to class progress and discouraging to a teacher 
who is anxious to see all of her pupils promoted at the end of 
the year. The town, and district number six in particular, 
is indeed fortunate in having as teacher a woman of Mrs. ° 
Wright’s experience and qualifications. The children at 
number six have made remarkably good progress, and in 
many ways the school is a model of excellence. 

Little change has been made in the program of studies for 
the seventh and eighth grades except that more attention has 
been given this year to the work in general science. A begin- 
ning has been made by the purchase of a small amount of 
equipment, and much interest has been evidenced, particu- 
larly by the boys, in delving into the laws of nature and find- 
ing out why and how things work. Drill in the fundamentals 
occupies most of the time and examination of pupils discloses 
the fact that Mason boys and girls compare very favorably 
with the children in other schools. New geographies have 
been purchased this year and it is to be hoped that new gram- 
mars and arithmetics will come next. 

The work of the children in gardening this year was espe- 
cially commendable. A large entry of vegetables was made at 
the district fair in Wilton last fall, and the second prize, 
which was offered by Advance Grange of Wilton, was won by 
the Mason schools. The prize, a beautiful portrait of George 
Washington, has been placed in the grammar school room. 
Clyde Eaton and George Marceau were close rivals for first 
honors in gardening each one raising about $35 worth of 
vegetables. The total value of the school gardens was 
$180.51. We all appreciated the efforts made last fall by the 
Grange and Parent Teacher Association in holding an exhibit 
for the children. Let’s have a regular old-fashioned fair 
next fall and see if we cannot fill the town hall with veget- 
abies and other exhibits. 
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The partial remodelling of the schoolhouse in number six 
district has removed the main defects of the building, and 
is greatly appreciated by teacher and pupils. Practically all 
of the light now comes from the pupils’ left and rear and 
a strong light is thrown on the blackboard which the pupils 
face. In the primary room at the Centre the seats and desks 
have been turned so that the children no longer are obliged 
to face a window. ‘This is a temporary expedient to afford 
better lighting, but it is hoped that no further alterations 
will be necessary at present. 

Inasmuch as Mason is dependent very largely on state aid, 
it may be well to discuss very briefly this subject. The 
amount approved by the State Board of Education for sup- 
port of schools in Mason is $2870.08. Of this amount 
$1,530.07 is sure to be sent as it is Mason’s share of the sum 
appropriated two years ago by the legislature. The balance, 
$1340.01, will be sent later, provided the present legislature 
vote to raise the deficit which the State Board has asked for. 
With the allowance already made we shall be able to run our 
schools about twenty-eight weeks. If the legislature does not 
raise the balance the School Board will probably ask the dis- 
trict to raise money at the next school meeting to pay Dills 
which they have legally contracted. In the face of this un- 
certainty concerning our finances it seems advisable to post- 
pone the school meeting until after such time as it is defi- 
nitely known not only what action the legislature has taken in 
regard to the deficit for this year, but also in regard to 
state aid for next year. If state aid is withdrawn it will be 
extremely difficult for Mason to maintain its present standard 
of schools, and it is likely that the Board will wish to revise 
the budget for next year as printed in its report. 

Following is a summary of the report of the medical in- 
spector, Dr. B. D. Pease. Number of pupils examined, 39; 
teachers examined, 3; number of cases found by the exam- 
iner of: defective vision, 3; pediculosis, 10: defective teeth, 
35; hypertrophied tonsils, 21: unvaccinated, 20°; unvaccinated 
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without proper excuse, 20. Total number defects remedied 
since last examination, 6. Total instances treatment secured 
since last examination, 6. The facts disclosed in this report 
are rather startling and demand careful consideration on the 
part of parents. Before another examination is made let 
us hope that many of these defects may be remedied. 

I have enjoyed my work in the Mason schools and have 
found the teachers and School Board ever ready to co-operate 
with me. May I also express my appreciation of the helpful 
activities in the interest of the schools of the Parent-Teachers 
Association and Grange. , ;
